The absence of snow is the only striking difference between Christmas in 
Canada and Jamaica states Sybil Thompson. The parks in Jamaica are beautifully 
decorated by the municipal government and choristers from different denominations 
come and sign Christmas carols. Presents are placed on one big tree in the park 
for the less fortunate children of the area. Ham is the main item on the Christmas 
dinner menu. Everyone makes their own Christmas cake, and a special drink is 
made from the aromatic bud of the sorrel plant which only produces this bud during 
the Christmas season. The stores and streets are jammed with people because 
everyone leaves their shopping till then. There is great gaiety everywhere as 
preparations are made for Christmas day. 



COMMUNITY CHEST CAMPAIGN OVER OBJECTIVE 

Once again it is to the credit of the Students of Macdonald College, that 
the Community Chest Committee can announce that we are over the Objective. 
This year the objective was set at $600 which is $100 higher than last year's goal. 

This year Community Chest Week was held Dec. 2: nd to 6th and included 
the Penny Derby, Monte Carlo, Commuters' Variety Show and a Community Chest 
Dance. These events, however, are not the only sources of money for the Campaig 
Fund, for the sale of Christmas Cards, and Class and Personal Donations also 
help to achieve the goaU 

The Penny Derby started the week off well, by setting a record of $253.86 
which is about $50 over the previous record made last year., Monte Carlo followed 
through and although, due to a smaller crowd, it did not make quite as much as last 
year., it cleared approximately $145. The Commuters* Variety Show cleared 
$35, 75 for the Fundand I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the people 
who helped get the show going. The Dance, held on Friday, Dec 6th, was the last 
big event of the week and the profit from the dance was $52.42, which included 
the raffle of a cake donated by Mrs. Strang. 

Thus, with the week over, there was approximately $482.00 in the kitty 
and with the addition of class donations, which amount to $59.60 (not all in yet), 
and the profit from Christmas Cards which up to Dec. 13th, were $100.80, the 
fund now stands at $642. 50 . 

From this it can be seen that the Students at this College have »'dug deep*' 
this year and really supported a worthy cause. When the accounts are final, the 
exact total will be published, and by that time it will have been decided to which 
Charities the money will go. 

I thank all those people who have really pitched in and helped to make 
this year's Community Chest Drive a Success.

SOPHOCLES >^ANTIGONE" PRESEN TED AT McGILL 

On Dec. 5th, 6th and 7th, the McGill Dept. of English presented Sophocles 
•^Antigone^' in Myse Hall. The drama took the audience back to the ancient Greek 
city of Thebes and the palace of King Creon. Antigone, a daughter of the late king, 
Oedipus, is the strident and courageous heroine of the play. When the strife betwee 
her brothers, Eteocles and Polyneices, led to their deaths, the former was given ai 
honourable burial, while the latter's body was left for the vultures. Antigone buriei 
the corpse by night, against the orders of King Creon, and was then sentenced by hi 
to be buried alive. However, before this slow sentence was fully executed, she hun 
herself in her tomb. Haemon, the King's son, who, (pardon the expression), 
passionately loved her, stabbed himself by her side. When news of this unfortunate 
incident was brought to the palace, Haemon*s mother went into the palace and, in 
turn, stabbed herself. Thus the play ends with a triple suicide, all brought on by tl 
tyranny of the King . 

On the whole the play was very well enacted. The part of Antigone was 
handled exceptionally well, making it easy to accept her as the heroine of the dramc 
The chorus, present in true Greek theatrical tradition, was very effective througho 
and helped to maintain the tragic and dramatic atmosphere necessary for the play's 
success. Although quite good in parts, the king had his ups and downs. The only 
character who seemed noticeably "phony^* was the blind and ancient prophet who 
entered for a short time near the end of the play. The audience was prepared for h 
entrance some minutes in advance by the thump of his cane, (the latter resembling 
a young ample with a nest of tent caterpillars in the branches), and by the time he 
was ready to make his debut it seemed that the floor of the stage would go with him 

The stage setting was excellent in its simplicity and lack of clutter. 
There were four very large and realistic stone pillars, surrounded by plain "stone' 
walls, with three broad steps leading to a door at the back of the stage. The sound 
effects were also very good and did a great deal towards getting the audience in the 
right mood. 

The rather unusual translation of the play from the Greek caused the 
audience some amusement at times because of its extreme and unexpected moderni' 
There were many instances when it definitely did not seem appropriate to the theme 
One had just become well steeped in the tragic atmosphere pervading the ancient 
palace when one of the characters uttered a phrase that one might hear on a 
Montreal bus. The King, for example, on reprimanding one of the guards, states 
"You may count a few coins too many*', and later follows this up with, ''Your 
death will be the least of your worries". The rambunctious guard explains, 
"Well, it was like this. King", and the latter finally explodes, "God - he wants 
to analyse me now! " Coming in the midst of all the togas, "sevenfold portals", 
"wilt thous" and references to Zeus, it sounded a bit incongruous and tended to 
drop the audience right back into Moyse Hall and 1957. 

Despite these odd disturbances, however, the performance was a very en- 
joyable one. It was significant to note that, at least on the particular evening the 
writer attended, every seat in the huge Hall was occupied, and people who had wait 
to purchase their tickets at the door were turned away. It is on occasions such as 
these that one wishes Macdonald were nearer the University, with its many opporU 
ities to broaden or indulge ones interests.

iriause we have been brought up under a system of examinations and have grown 
ijiccept them as the only yardstick of academic achievement. However, I do 
jjikthat examinations do not at all times measure accurately the student's 
)wledge. Another point is that even if they are reliable emphasis is placed on 
it I call "book learning 

It has been proven time and time again that students who top the class are 
always the best suited for certain jobs. As a matter of fact, I know of several 
es of students who rank in the lowest administrators and leaders in the outside 
rid. One man very noteworthy example is probably the ''greatest man of the 
isent century" - Winston Churchill. Yet this man's academic achievement in 
school days (as measured by examinations) left much to be desired. This is, 
no means, the only case but it is cited since it is familiar to almost everyone. 

Why are examinations so inefficient? There are several factors which 
mediately show up. The first is that most examinations are, by and large, 
!st to find out how much the student knows of the subject as taught by the 
turer. This involves a "cramming" of facts in most cases and neglect to 

the students' initiative. In short, the student is seldom called upon to think 
himself. Consequently, even the least imaginative and mentally able students 

finish in the top ranks of the class. Under this system, one has only to apply 
self to the test books for a few hours, enter the examination, reproduce what 
I in the test and emerge at the very top of the class. I ask - is this system 
icative of the students' potentiality? The answer is NO! Another point is 
t some people are so to speak allergic to exams. They know the facts but arc 
uncomfortable in the heavy atmosphere of the room that the mind cannot work 
ciently. They struggle through the two or three hours and never recover, 
mlt - they fail. This is, indeed, unfortunate but helps to underline the 
fficiency of examinations . 

If something is wrong with the system, it is necessary to replace it. How 
this be done? Here is my suggestion. I think that a student's academic 
lity could be better tested by a system of assignments. This would compel 
1 to do some research and provide for the development of the initiative . 
»ignments would take a different form than at present in that they would be 
re intensive and individual. Term papers on different subject to each student 
different problems per person would eliminate the universal "cribbing" now 
valent . The system would, no doubt, involve more administration than the 
sent one but I think that the advantages warrant the effort. The student will 
rn a lot more and will acquire a sense of responsibility in the process. 

Examinations might still be a useful tool but I suggest that even if they are 
1 used to supplement the system of assignments that less emphasis be placed 
•hem. Under the present system exams are more or less the only academic 
dstick and are inefficient as such. In view of this, I think EXAMINATIONS ARE 
r A TRUE TEST OF STUDENT ABILITY.
